1919. _° — 
f Washington, December 18.—Secre- 
tary Lansing will transmit to Presi- 
dent Wilson the reply of the Mexi- 
can government to the American 
demand for the release of Consular 
Agent William O. Jenkins at Pueble. 
The offiical text was received and 
made public by the state depart- 
ment .today. The crux of it is be- 
lieved to be the declaration by the 
Mexican foreign office that, Jenkins 
having been released under bail de- 
posited by an American, “it believes 
that all reason for mishinderstand- 
“Ing Hetween the two countries has 
disappeared.” 

Unfavorable Impression. 

The official text was said to’ dit- 
fer only slightly from that con- 
tained in Associated Press dis- 
patches Tuesday night from Mexico

\ White officials said they would 


have no comment to make until 
they had had time to study the note 
thoroughly, it was indicated that at 
first reading the communication had 
“not made a4 favorable imptession. 

Reference of the communication 
to President Wilson will remove 
, discretion from the state depart- 
ment to determine the question ofa 
rejoinder from this government. It 
had been intimated in high quarters, 
after the release of Jenkins, that 
the Mexican note probably would 
not be naswered, but the assump- 
‘tion by the Mexican government of 
the position that there no, longer 
exists any reason for misunder- 
standing between the two countries 
was said in important quarters to 
constitute”a challenge which could 
‘mot be ignored. 

Talk of New Mexican Policy. 

It was recalled that after the dis- 
patch of the American semi-ultima- 
tum and before Jenkins’ release 
geveral officials here declared that 
this case was only the “last straw,” 
one authority referring to it as the 
“caboose” of a long train of crimes. 
It was indicated then that out of 
the Jenkins case would issue a con- 
sideration by this government of a 
new Mexican policy, which would 
have as its object the adjustment 
of the entire Mexican question. 

‘There later were indications that 
President Wilson was averse to put- 
ting pressure behind American ef- 
forts to obtain an understanding 
with Mexico on the series of ques- 
Jons relating to the protection of 

merican lives and property rights 
in that country and an impression 
has gained ground that initiative 
in that direction will be taken by 
éongress, rather. than by the execi- 
tive. : 
It has long, been believed samt 
the state department is prepared 
proceed with measures already co 
sidered for mending the vehattoiad 
between the two governments and 
for effecting better conditions in 
Mexico for American lives and in- 
terests, and that it would be able 
at any moment to make public an 
indictment of Mexico containing in- 
numerable charges.

Autos and Tires, 
Worth Millions, 
Allowed to Ruin 


Army Men Tell House 
Committee of Almost 
Unbelievable Waste of 
American Equipment in 
France. 


Washington, December 18.—Auto- 
mobile tires worth more than $35,- 
000,000, thrown in a pile many feet 
deep and covering more than an 
acre of ground, were ruined through 
exposure to the weather at the 
motor transport corps base at Ver- 
neuil, France, Captain Robert Clen- 
dening, an officer at the camp, 
today told a house committee inves- 
tigating war department expendi- 
tures during the war. 

No coverings of any kind were 
placed over the tires for more than 
ten months, Captain Clendening de- 
clared, although there were many 
canvas tarpaulins seattered around 
the camp, or being used for less im- 
portant purposes. 

3,500 Motorclicles Become Junk. 

Approximately 3,500 motorcycles, 
after being placed in perfect re- 
pair for use by the A. E. F., were 
parked at the same camp and al- 
lowed to stand exposed to the 
weather for months until they be- 
came uscless piles of junk, other 
witnesses told the committee. 

Automobiles, including passenger 
ears of various kinds, and hundreds 
of trucks were thrown into piles 
along the railroad racks until the 
“junk” piles covered acres, Earl 
Tromley, of Detroit, formerly a ser- 
geant in the tank corps, asserted. 
The former sergeant expressed the 
belief that no inspection was made 
of the cars before they were dis- 
carded and that many of ther could 
have been placed in perfect répair 
for less than $50, 

Testifying as to the treatment of 
soldiers at Verneuil and the tank 
corps camp at Bourge, France, wit- 
nesses preferred charges of neg- 
lect and inefficiency against Col- 
onel Harry A, Hegeman, whom they 
styled “Kaiser Hegeman,” Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Viner, who command- 
ed the camp at Bourge and Captain 
Benjamin H. Smith, an officer in 
the 302d battalion tank corps, at 
Bourge. 

“Terrible and Intolerable.” 

Conditions in Colonel Hegeman’s 


camp, especially after the armi- 
stice, were characterized by the 
witnesses as “terrible and intoler- 
able.” Captain Clendening said the 
barracks had no floors, seas of 
mud filled the space around the 
buildings and only candle light was 
available to the men. No effort, 
he declared, was made to provide 
sidewalk, except for a ®million-dol- 
lar” walk built of «spark plugs, 
carburetors and other motor parts. 
The material in this wailk, he tes- 
tified, reached a depth of nine feet. 

Captain Smith, while in commana 
of the hospital at Camp Tobyhana, 
Pa., ordered three enlisted men 
taken to New York and carried 
aboard the English steamer Oriana, 
although all three, he said, were 
suffering from influenza and the 
hospital at Tobyhana-was under 
quarantine. All died before the 
voyage was over, Tromley said. On 
board the Oriana, he declared, sev- 
enty-nine officers had half of the 
ship reserved to themselves, while 
nine hundred enlisted men used the 
remainder. 

Lieutenant Colone]) Viner was 
charged by Tromley wtih changing 
the time of sick call from 9 a .m. 
to 6 p. m., In order to keep the 
men working all day “busy” haul- 
ing rock around the camp. 


WEST POINT FUND 
NOW NEAR $29,000 


Atlanta Will Probably 
Give More Than $30,000 
to Sufferers, Although 
Campaign Has Closed. 


Donations by Atlanta citizens con- 
tinued to pour into the offices of the 
general committee at the chamber 
of commerce, and are being for- 
warded to West Point immediately. 
Atlanta’s response has already ap- 


wproached the $20,000 mark, and ti is 


believed that more than thirty 
thousand dollars will be received be- 
fore the contributions cease. The 
campaign officially closed Wedens- 
day, but there has been no let-up 
in the steady flow of subscriptions. 

The situaton in West Point was 
reported Thursday as being much 
improved, due, it is said,,to the re- 
lief fund of $100,000 raised in the 
state-wide campaign. 

The needy residents are being 
provided with the necessities of life 
as quickly as they can be brought 
to the city, and it was stated by 
prominent citizens of West Point 
Thursday that all cases of want are 
being immediately cared for. 

Not Used for Merchants. 

In correcting reports that a large 
part of the money raised over Geor- 
gia. would be used for the relief of 
the merchants of West Point, Smith 
Lanier, ohne of the leadesr of the re- 
lief forces, said: 

“Our merchants will be given 
a fresh start by the usual commer- 
cial methods, by application to the 
banks of our city for loans in re- 
establishling his business Status, 
and every penny of the emergeney 
fund donated West Point will be 
used in purchasing food, fuel and 
clothing for the destituté. None of 
it Will go for any other purposes.”

Young New Nice, 
Declares Mother 
Of the Slain Girl 


Between Intervals of Hys- 
teria, Mrs. Lesser Tells 
Jury How New Courted 
Her Daughter and Then 
Killed Her. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 18.— 
Mrs. Alice Lesser, mother of Freda 
Lesser, whom Harry S. New is 
charged with killing, today told a 
jury the story of her daughter's 
affair with the man who claims to 
be the son of the Unite tates sen- 
ator from Indiana. s. Lesser 
testified between intervals of -hys- 
teria. She was the sesond witness 
to appear’ before the jury which 
was sworn in today~-after the state 
and the defense had refused to per- 
mit women to pass the oy emscates aid 
challenges. 

Mrs. Lesser was escorted to the 
courtroom from her home by coun- 
ty detectives, and as she neared the 
trial room she,.fainted, When she 


was revived her screams penetrat- 


ed the courtroom and several othe 
er women became hysterical. Judge 
Craig ordered recess till quiet was 
restored. 

Court€d for Some Time. 

Mrs. Lesser testified that her 
daughter was 20 years old and had 
been courted for some months by 
New. They had been fellow em- 
ployees in a Los Angeles business 
house. 

Two days before the alleged mur- 
der, Mrs. Lessemsaid, New told her 
he wished to marry her daughter 
on the day which proved the ‘ast 
of her life. She urged him to wait, 


she said, but he insisted on an early } 


marriage. The next day, according 
to the witness, she, her daughter 
ahd a neighbot woman, and New, 
went on an automobile ride, re- 
turning to the Lesser home that 
afternoon. New and Miss Lesser 
then drove away again and that 
was the last Mrs. Lesser saw of her 
daughter, she said. 

“He seemed to love her and I 
know she loved him,” gaid Mrs. 
Lesser. “He said he would bring 
her back to me, but he never did.” 

Under cross-examination by Le- 
compte Davis, who with Jud R. 
Rush and John L, Richardson, ig de- 
fending New, Mrs. Lesser said New 
had always been kind to her daugh- 
ter and also had been considerate of 
the witness. 


“IT never saw a nicer young man,” 
she said. “I had every confidence 
in him.’’— 


Body of Girt in Auto, 


Mrs. Lesser was preceded on the 
stand by E. A. Davidson, a police 
detective. The witness said he was 
on duty at the ventral police sta- 
tion here about 3 o’clock on the 
morning of July 5, when the defen- 
dant entered dnd handed him a re- 
volver. No effort was made to in- 
troduce at this point confessions 
New is alleged to have made to Da- 
vidson and others, but the prosecu- 
tion announced it would try to place 
these before the jury later. 
Davidson srmid he and another po- 
lice officer and two newspaper men 
went outside the station and saw 

hin a closed automobile the body 
of a young woman, which he after- 
wards learned was that of Freda 
Lesser. 

It is the theory of the prosecu- 
tion that New killed his sweetheart 
in Topango canyon, a few miles 
from here, in a burst of anger be- 
cause of her refusal to marry him. 

The first prosecution witness wars 
Dr. A. F. Wagner, county autopsy 
surgeon. He testified an examina- 
tion had shown that Miss Lesser 
was to become a mother. 

New today maintained his air of 
indifference.

UNWRITTEN LAW, 
PLEA OF SLAYER 


Tillie Ellis Takes Stand 
at Afternoon Session to 
Tell Why He Shot and 
Killed Dutch Elliott. 


After exhausting four panels of 
jurymen, a jury was finally secused 
in the Tillie Ellis murder trial 
Puursday afternoon when the de- 
fense waived objection to @® man 
previously rejected and the state 
accepted him. The trial of Ellis is 
before Judge J. Render Terrell, of 
Greenville, who is presiding in the 


criminal division of the court in the 
absence of Judge J. D. Humphries, 
whois ill. 

The session in the afternoon was 
taken up with the statement of the 
defendant, Tillie Ellis, who stands 
charged with the murder of “Dutch” 
Elliott, and the introduction of 
character witnesses by the defense. 

Ellis, who shot Elliott when he 
found the latter in company with 
his wife, plead the unwritten law 
as his defense, 

Statement by Ellis. 
‘In a rather extensive statement, 
Ellis told the court that he had 
suspected Elliott of undue familiar- 
ity with Mrs. Ellis several weeks 
before the shooting. 

Ellis said that he had lived in 
Atlanta since about ten years of 
age, and that he married Mrs. Ellis 
about eight years ago. He said that 
for a number of years he had rented 
a five-room house and had fur- 
nished it completely. The last piece 
of furniture he bought for the home, 
he’ ‘declared, was a piano, 

On his wife’s own suggestion, hé 
further stated, he finally consented 
to sell the furniture and rent 4@ fur- 
nished room, in an é@ffort to com- 
bat the high price of rent and the 
other , necessities. incident upon 
houseteepmne. Until this time, he 
said, his wife had never worked, 
and had lived at home, . keeping 
house, until the decision te rent the 
room. 

Ellis said that two or three 
months before the killing he had 
met Elliott and Mrs. Ellis walking 
on Ashby street and at that time 
had told Elliott that he must keep 
away from his wife. He said that 
he warned Elliott to expect trouble 
if he continued to pay marked at- 
tention to Mrs. Ellis. , 

Was in Chattanooga, 

This, he said, did not seem to 
open offense, he declared, was on 
the day of the shooting. Ellis says 
that he had been in Chattanooga in 
pursuit of his trade as decorator 
with the W. E. Brown company, 
and that while there he received 
word that Elliott was again being 
seen often in the company of 
Ellis. 

Immediately upon receipt of this 
information; says Ellis, he left 
Chattanooga for Atlanta to investi- 
gate the rumor. He left Chatta- 
nooga, he declared, on Saturday 
morning early and arrived in At- 
lanta about 11 o’clock. Arriving in 
Atlanta, Ellis claims that he took a 
taxicab at the station and went im- 
mediately to the Empire Box com- 
pany on Whitehall street, where his 
wife was employed. He saw upon 
his arrival, he declared, Elliott 
walking down the atreet with Mrs. 


Elliott, holding her arm. 
“Threatening Move.’ 


Ellis says that he then walked up 
to Elliott and reiterated. his warn- 
ing that Elliott should keep away 
from Mrs. Ellis if he wanted to 
avert trouble. Then, he declared, it 
was that Elliott made a threatening 
move, as if to assault htm, and Ellis 
drew his gun and fired. 

The defense introduced Reba 
Crowell, a girl who worked at the 
Empire Box fatory, as a witness,, 
and she declared that Elliott had 
been in the company of Mrs. Ellis 
practicallyevery day since Mrs. 
Ellis’ employment at the manufac- 


ory. 

Charles Holbrook and Guy Cour- 
sey were introduced and testified 
as to the good character of Ellis. 

Court was adjourned at 5 o'clock 
until Friday morning. Attorneys 
Joseph Ewing and John Y. Smith 
represent the defendant, while So- 
licitor General] Boykin is prosecuting 
the case.

Two Women Claimed the 
Little Boy, and the 
Judge, Inspired by Shade 
of Jewish King, Turned 
Child Over to Real

shade of King Solomon sat on the 
children’s court bench today while 
Judge Levy tried to decide who was 
the mother of little “Love O’ Mike,” 
claimed by two women—by Mrs. 
August Wentz'as her kidnaped son, 
and by Mrs. Lena Lisa as the baby 
she had planned to abandon to the 
mercies of Mrs. Elizabeth Seaman 
(Nellie Bly) for his own happiness 
and because she could not support 
her little family of three, herself, 
the baby and 3-year-old William, on 
the %12 a week which was all she 
could earn. The infant was found 
in the Grand Central terminal with 
a note pinned to its clothing, say- 
ing? 

“Ror the love of Mike, take care 
of this kid—I can’t.” 

Mrs. Lisa, brokenly and through 
her tears, told how she had schemed 
to have the infant left where Mrs. 
Seaman might notice and adopt it. 
She narrated her trembling antici- 
pation of news of it after the deed 
had been done, of her heartache 
when she read that it had arrived at 
Bellevue hospital by way of a police 
station, and of her panic when Mrs. 
Wentz claimed it as hér own. 

Not a sound in the courtroom in- 
terrupted her story. Big policemen, 
unromantic agents of the detective 
bureau, officials of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, scores of others—-and = Mrs. 
Wentz—listened in a silence that 


was dramatic. 

hen she had concluded, her 
small fraine shaken with sobs, the 
yidge, with obvious emotion, or- 
dered the baby returned to her, 

The little woman cried aloud with 

joy and hugged her baby to ser 
breast. She had deliberated days 
and: nights before deciding to let 
him go, she told the judge. A friend 
of her dead husband had taken him, 
promising to leave him “in Nelly 
Bly’s arms.”

PRINCIPAL UPHELD 
IN SUSPENDING BOY, 
DESPITE PROTESTS 


The Atlanta board of education 
Thursday afternon sustained a re- 
port of a special committee uphold- 
ing the principal of Calhoun school 


in the suspension of Clinton Thomp- 


son, who was deprived of his right 
to attend that school after an accu- 
sation was made against him of 
drawing a knife upon another pupil. 

The report of the committee was 
favorable to the suspension of young 
Thompson despite a spirited appeal 
made at a hearing recently by his 
mother, Mrs. Clinton Thompson, and 
her attorney, St. Clair Gibbs. 

Mrs. Thompson and Mr. Gibbs 
were present at the board meeting 
Thursday afternoon when the ac- 
tion of the pringipal was upheld 
by the committeé and ratified by 
the board, and Mr. Gibbs added a 
few sensational words to his former 
appeal in the interest of the Mother 
and the lad. 

When asked if he had anything 
further to say about the matter, 
Mr. Gibbs arose and said: “It is 
not right to turn this 9-year-old 
boy out on the streets to run about. 
I have pleaded that this boy be 
given a chance to reform and be 
made into a better boy, while at 
the same time he be allowed to re- 


ceive an educatiom® The question 
is up to this board: Do the At- 
lanta public schools admit that they 
can’t take care of this boy?” 

At the close of Mr. Gibbs’ state- 
ment, A. J. Orme said he wag in 
favor of matters of this kind tak- 
ing their course through regular 
channels, and said he would vote to 
sustain the committee. The other 
members of the board agreed with 
him, and upon the vote being taken 
the committee was sustained. - 

Mr. Terrell said that the suspen- 
sion would hold only until January 
1, when the schools would be forced 
to take the boy back on account 
of the compulsory education law.

If Bolsheviki Want to 
Speak for Russia, Lloyd- 
George Says They Must 
Summon a National As- 
sembly. 


London, December 18.—Without 
any disrespect, and without wishing 
to deprive America of the honor of 
sharing in the guardianship af 
Christian communities, the allies 
have decided to make peace with 
Turkey at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, Premier Lloyd-George de- 
clared in the house of commons to- 
day. 

No Russ Intervention. 

Mr, Lioyd-George said there was 
complete agreement among the al- 
lies on the question of non-inter- 
veution in Russia, but that discus- 
sions were proceeding’ between the 
United States and Japan concerning 
future action, should an botahevi 
advance réach to any cohsiderable 
degree eastward. 

Premier Lloyd-George said it was 
impossible to make peace with Rus- 
sia because of the civil war existing 
there. If the bolsheviki wanted to 
speak for Russia, he added, they 
must summon a national asssmbly 
based on the broad franchise that 
would represent something with 
which the allies could make peace. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said the agree- 
ment to guarantee France against 
wanton aggression wag subject to 
ratification by the United States of 
that particular point. If the United 
States should not ratify the guar- 
antee to France, he stated, Great 
Britain would be free to reconsider 
her position. 

Secrecy Is Defended. 

The premier began by defending 
a certain reticence in negotiation, 
instancing the danger of dropping 
a word calculated to kindle inflam- 

mable opinion in Italy regarding 
Fiume, but contended that this was 
not secret diplomacy and pointed 
out that the publicity given to all 
decisions of the Paris conference 
was unprecedented. 

With reference to Anglo-Ameri- 
can-French conventions he said that 
the British government had‘ given 
no undertaking on the subject, for 
the simple reason that it could not 
imagine that the United States 
would dishonor the signature of its 
great Se aaa He admitted 
that for eat Britain to undertake 
the charge alone would be a se- 
rious obligation, which it would not 
enter upon without the consent of 
parliament. 

Adding to his Russian statement, 
he said it was a dismal prospect, 
but all thkt could be done was to 
keep vigilant watch until Russia is- 
sued from its present darkness, 
with a stable government to carry 
on negotiations. 

The premier referred to the as- 
sistance the allies were rendering 
Austria in food, coal and other sup- 
plies, which he described as a mere 
soup kitchen policy to mitigate a 
situation requiring large methods. 

“But,” the premier continued, 
“England alone already is severely 
burdened and cannot undertake the 
task of restoring the shattered 
world, and I fail to see what can 
be .done unless America comes 
frankly with us to take up her fair 


share.” oe 
Delay Is Defended. 


Mr. Lloyd-George defended the de- 
lay in making peace with Turkey 
on the ground of the necessity to 
know what the United States in- 

nded to do Frante and Great 
ritain, he declared, already had 
heavy burdens, while the United 
States was under no great extra- 
neous burdens and had her gigantic 
resources, 

It would have been precipitate 
and led to misunderstanding and 
suspicions, Mr. Lloyd-George said, 
“had we not awaited America’s de- 
cision.

“The department of justices, hav- 
ing ‘n snind the necessities and in- 
terestg ct the whole American ;:co 
ple in this critical recovstruction 
period. feels that by ins.sting "pom 
this surrender on the part of te 
packing interests, it has accom- 
plished more for the American neo: 
nle than could have heen hoped 
for as the result of a fone druwn- 
out jcgai battle.” 

What Packers Say. 

While Mr. Palmer, views the pack- 
ers’ submission to fhe governments 
contentions as a “surrender,” Henry 
Veeder, counsel for Swift & Co., an- 
nounced that the step was taken at 
the suggestion of the department of 
justice to avoid any appearance of 
antagonizing the government and 
to remove causes of friction with 
live stock producers and food dis- 
tributors. Emphatically Mr. Veeder 
stated that the decree was not to he 
construed as an admission that 
Swift & Co. had violated anv law. 

“The company feels that the same 
spirit which caused the business 
men of the country to submit to 
nersonal sacrifices to win the war.” 
he said, “is just as essential during 
this period of reconstruction as then

nounced tonight. 

“The attorney general's viétory is 
merely a step, though a very long 
one toward the goal we have been 
seeking to attain,” said Mr. Ken- 
drick.

special assistants were asked to 
study the investigation of: the fed- 
eral trade commission, all hearings 
before congressional committeés, 
and to conduct independent investi- 
gations. 

Statement by Palmer. 

Attorney General Palmer’s state~ 
ment says:

Chicago, Decembér 18.—Segrega- 
tion or disposal of commercial lines 
not directly allied with the meat 
and provision business of the five 
great packing companies is agreed 
upon between them and the United 
States attorney general, announced 
the latter today, and will involve 
reorganization of a huge industry 
wie assets of more than $1,000,000,- 
00 


The agreement was regarded by 
the packers ag marking an epoch in 
industry in that for the first time 
big business bows to public opinion, 
recognizing it as one of the basic 
supports of commerce. 

The packers say that heretofore 
they have conducted their business 
upon economics and legality. They 
have been sure of thelr economics 
and equally certain of the legality 
of their business methods, they say, 
and now they have taken account 
of the good will of the public. 

In divorcing their lines not direct- 
ly connected with the meat and pro- 


business many organizativns 
with separate identities, involving 
millions of capital, are expected to 
come into being. Some of them me 
ready had begun the segregation 
rocess. 

, In the reorganization the firm 
names of Armour and company, 
Swift and company, Morris and com- 
pany, Wilson nd company and the 
Cudahy Packing company are ¢xX~- 
pected to be absent from the con- 
trolling boards of the corporations. 


Still Own Refrigerator Cars. 


The five big packing companies 
will be restricted to meats and pro- 
visions, including butter, eggs, poul- 
try and cheese. While prohibited 
under the agreement from ownin 
stockyards, stockyard terminals an 
other interests not directly related 
to meats and provisions, they were 
not separated from ownership of 
refrigerator car lines, but the use 
of such cars was restricted to han- 
dling their meat business. 

According to packers’ representa- 
tives, soap, glue, cleansing powder 
and fertilizer manufacturing is di- 
rectly connected with the meat busi- 
ness and will be retained. 

« All statements from the packers 
tonight reaffirmed that they had 
violated no laws, that their ree- 
ment with the attorney general im- 
plied no guilt on their part, but they 
had encountered prejudice which 
they wished to eradicate. : 

Packer representatives pointed 
out that no anti-trust suits have 
been filed against the big packers. 
They said the only actions pending 
were a grand jury investigation be- 
gun in Chicago September 1, and 
then. suspended: complaints issued 
by the federal trade commission 
alleging unfair competition, not yet 
heard, and the interstate commerce 
commission's hearing on the Nations 
al holesale Grocers’ association 
commaint that refrigerator cars 
were \used to haul groceries and 
thus packers were favored over 
wholesale grocers by the railroads. 
The latter action, however, was di- 
rected against the railroads.

What Swift Says. 

“I know nothing about a state- 
menht that the packers assented to 
this decree because of the assurance 
that the government would win its 
dissolution suit against the United 
States Steel corporation,” - Mr. 
Swift continued. “I have never 
heard of any such report. . 

“I am unable to comment upon 
the effect this decision or agreée- 
ment will have upon foodstuff 
prices. Whether they will decrease 
or go still higher remains to be 


seen. 
“This decision probably means 
that the packers must discontinue 
their wholesale grocery interests. 
The dissolution of these interests 
vill seriousiv: affect Swift pe 
company nor any of the packefs, 
for these interests ere compara- 
tively small, ; 
“Since the reported decision en- 
joins dealing in food commodities 
other than the products of animals, 
the meat canning, soap making 
and fertilizer side lines cannot be

Washington, December 18.—A call 
for a conference of democratic sen- 
ators Saturday to select a leader to 
succeed the late Senator Martin, 
of Virginia, was issued today by 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
who is contesting with Senator Un- 
derwvod, of Alabama, for the place. 

Settlement of the contest between 
Senators Hitchcock, the acting dem- 
ocratic leader and chief spokesman 
for the administration in the treaty 
fight, and Senator Underwood, for- 


merly democratic leader ini the 
house, is the only business to come 


before the conference. The out- 
come of the contest was said to be 
in doubt. 

May Seek to Postpone. 

Friends of Senator Underwood in- 
timated today they might endeavor 
to postpone a vote until after the 
holidays when the full democratic 
membership, including Senator 
Glass as the successor to Senator 
Martin, is expected to be present. 
The Alabama senator’s supporters 
also were said to desire disposition 
of the treaty before the leadership 
election so that the question of in- 
dorsing Senator Hitchcock’s man- 
agement of the treaty might not be 
an. issue. 

The action of Senator Hitchcock, 
who is vice chairman of the demo- 
cratic conference, in issuing the 
call, indicated to his friends that 
he felt confident of winning. 

Some senators said the leadership 
contest might have considerable 
bearing on the immediate outcome 
of the treaty controversy. Senators 
Hitchcock and Underwood have dif- 


fered regarding future procedure, 
the former opposing and the latter 
agreeing to accept as a last alter- 


republican, Pennsylvania, to ratify 
the peace terms of the treaty, ex- 
cept the league of nations covenant, 
which would be left for future con- 
sideration. i 

It has been said at the white 
house that irrespective of the out- 
come of the leadership contest Sen- 
ator Hitchcock will continue as the 
administration leader in the treaty 
fight. 

Underwood Men Criticise. 

Some of Senator Underwood's 
friends were outspoken in criticis- 
ing Senator Hitchcock’s call. 

“It’s an outrage,” said Senator 
Harrison, of Mississippi. “Up to 
now Hitchcock forces have been 
urging that the conference be post- 
poned until after the treaty is set- 
tled and also until more democratic 
senators are in town. There are 
half a dozen of Mr. Underwood's 
friends absent now who cannot be 
gotten back in time with this notice 
of only forty-eight hours.” 

A compromise was suggested in 
some quarters today, proposing 
that Senator Hitchcock be made 
leader and Mr. Underwood _ vice 
chairman or. assistant leader of the 
democratic conference, a _ position 
which would give Mr. Underwood 
management of many important 


measures. : 
On objection by Senator Under- 


wood’s friends to a vote Saturday 
in the absence of about a dozen 
democrats, Senator Hitchcock 
agreed tonight for voting by all ab- 
sentees, either by telegraph or 4ar- 
rangements of-pairs. This conces- 
sion, Mr. Underwood’s managers 
said, does not meet entirely their 
objection and they said the oppo- 
sition to a vote Saturday would be 
continued. 

In the interest of the Hitchcock 
eatididacy, Senator King, Utah, to- 
night placed his resignation ag sec- 


retary ot the democratic conference 
in Mr. Hitchcock’s hands for presen- 
tation if necessary to meet possible 
objections that the election of Mr.

In discussing the Cummins bill 
the committee states that this obli- 
gation is fully met in section 6 and 
attacks which have been made on 
this section are deplored. It is rec- 
ommended that the measure be sent 
to conference with section 6 unim- 
paired 

“Saction 6.” it is declared, “is fun- 


damental. It is se indispensable in 
the existing crisis that we trust 
that senato"s and representatives 
desirous of a sound system of com- 
petitive American transportation 
may not, upon the floor of the sen- 
ate, or in conference, or upon the 
question of concurrence, delay or 
endanger the passage of the bill 
containing its provisions. 

“The bill is not in all respects as 
the Association of Security Owners 
would desire, but we recognize that 
legislation is a practical process, 
the result of the action of many 
minds, and that this bill is the resuzt 
of prolonged, patient, courageous, 
well-informed and non-partisan ac- 
tion on the part of the committee 
who reported it. As such we trust 
that it will be substantially accept- 
ed by the senate and sent to confer- 
ence, where such differences a3 
arise as to other features of the 
bill will be reconciled.”

The new 
bonds were created*by a formal res- 
olution by coucil, to which the may- 
oraffixed his signature. They will 
also bear the signatures of the city 
treasurer and the city clerk and the 
city seal. 

The ne wissue of bonds will be 
provided for by the sinking fund, 
and will be retired in 1950. 

The members of the city bond 
commission are W. Il. Peel, chair- 
man: Mayor Key, chairman; Harvey 
Hatcher, of the finance committee; 
George M. Brown and , H. Warner 
Martin. 

The bona commission holds about 
$2,000,000 of the money that would 
be necessary to retire the bonded 
indebtedness of the city, 
amounts to $5,782,509.

Washington, December 18.—The 
Senate held its fifth night session 
on the railroad bill tonight with 
Brave doubt in the minds of leaders 
that’ the measure could be passed 
in time to permit beginning of the 
holiday recess Saturday. 

The labor clauses, including the 
-@nti-strike provision of the Cum- 
mins measure, were under discus- 
_ Sion during the day, culminating 
later in the rejection by a vote of 
25 to 46 of the proposal of Senator 
Stanley, democrat, Kentucky, to 
eliminate the whole section. Efforts 
toward a compromise ensued.

try must be provided, declaring the 
principal burden of such labor con- 
tests always falls upon the public. 
Labor, he gaid, claims it has a hu- 
ma nright to strike but ignores the 
right of every man when it insists 
upon the closed shop. If the right 
to’ strike is not to be used as a 
‘weapon, Senator Underwood asked 
what was organized labor's objec- 
tion to this anti-strike clause. 
Substitute Is Offered. 

After defeat of the Stanley motion 
to strike out the entireélabor sec- 
tion, Senator McCormick, republi- 
can, Lllinois, offered a substitute 


plan, similar to the Canadian sys- 
tem, to prohibit strikes for sixty 
+days after decisions of the adjust- 
ment board, and requiring decisions 
from the board within ninety days. 

Senator Thonfas, democrat, Colo- 
rado, supporting the Cummins labor 
proposal, declared railroad strikes 
_ to be intolerable in their effect upon 
the general public. 

Opposing the anti-strike section, 


Senator Walsh, democrat, Massachu- 
setts, said that criminal penalties 


for strikes would not accomplish’ 
their purpose. The 
he characterized as “repressive, un- 
fair and unjust.” 

“Strikes among certain classes of 
employees are unjustifiable and 
among these are railroad em 
ployees,” declared Senator 
“but we cannot chain them to their 
posts like galley slaves.” 
the Massachusetts 
should remove the 
causes of strikes by enactment of 
arbitration legislation without ban- 
ning what he declared to be thr 
inherent right to strike. 

Tie Vote on Substitute. 

On a tie vote of 31 to 31, the sub- 
stitute of Sentaor McCormick, re- 
publican, Illinois, for the anti-strike 
provision was rejected and Mr. Mc- 
Cormick gave notice that he would 
ask for another vote later. 

When a subsequent vote on his 
porposal is taken Senator McCor- 
mick expressed conviction that his 
substitute will be adopted. After 
disposal of the McCormick amend- 
ment tonight, the senate dropped 
‘temporarily consideration of the lJa- 
bor section and turned to minor 
amendments. The line-up on thé 
McCormick substitute, which was 
opposed by Senator Cummins, was 
bipartisan, with several senators 
absent.

As an incident to its fifty-fourth 
anniversary today, the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank has brought out from 
its seclusion, and placed on exhibi- 
tioninthe lobby of the institution, 
an interesting relic of banking just 
at the close of the civil war. 

This is the old wooden, iron-cov- 


ered and brass-bound safe. which 
received the first deposit made in 
the Atlanta National bank on the 
day it opened its doors for business 
December 19, 1865. The big keys 
with which it was locked for the 
night are almost as intéresting as 
the safe itself, which would make 
a worth-while addition to an exhi- 
bition of antiquities: 

On top of the old safe is displayed 
the first ledger used in keeping the 
accounts of customers of the bank; 
and it is of interest that there are 
a few, though just a few, still liv- 
ing who then kept their accounts 
with it, and hose names ar€ in- 
Scribed in this’ book. 

‘ The Atlanta National bank first 
opened for business 54 years ago to- 
day in the home of General Alfred 
Austell, which still stands next to

the new Federal Reserve Bank 
building on Marietta street. It was 
the first national bank to oper and 
operate in the cotton states, and 
General Austell, who was one of its 


foremost organizers, was chosen as 
its first president, an office which 
he held until his death in 1881. 

Beginning with a capita! of $100,- 
000, the Atlanta National has grown 
steadily throughout its more than 
half century of banking service, 
until it has today capital and sur- 
plus of more than $2,500,000, and de- 
posits of mere than $30,000,000. It 
is a fact to which the officers refer 
wtih pride that the institution has 
been continuously open every bank- 
ing days since its organization, re- 
gardless of the severest panics and 
everything else. 

During this period the bank has 
occupied only three buildings; first, 
the Austell residence, while await- 
ing the construction of its building 
on the south side of Alabama, jusf

‘cult problem, 

“The thinking of a  Buropean 
Christian,’ said Rev. Dr. J. A. More- 
head, president of Roanoke college, 
Virginia, and chairman of the Eu- 
ropean commission, “is conditioned 
by his nationality in quite a remark- 
able way. When self-respecting 
Christian men who have been loyal 
to their respective countries meet 
again there is a problem to be 
solved if they are to realize again 
frankly and sincerely the truth of 
the doctrine of the ‘communion of 
the saints.’” 

Among the grave problems to be 
solved, Dr. Morehad reported, are 
the relief. of distress among French 
Lutherans, upon which $750,000 al- 
ready has been expended; the reor- 
Sanization of the church in Ger- 
many, now freed from state control: 
the rebuilding of destroyed churches 
and schools in Poland, which will 
require millions of dollars, and the 
rescue from want and starvation of 
Lutherans in Russia, “now under 
the scourge of the excesses of bol- 
shevism.”” In Austria, it was stated, 
the Lutheran oppulation has been 
reduced from 1,338,000 to 527,000 by 
the war. 

A report was read covering the 
pitiful condition of 600,000 Luther- 
ans, deported from Poland by the 
Russian authorities in 1915. 
remnant who survived the hard- 
ships of the journey, on which hup- 
dreds of children died, and the rig- 
ors of two Siberian winters, and re- 
turned to Poland are, it was re- 
ported, in dire want. Thousands 
were gaid to be ill with typhus, the 
result of living in dugouts, and 
many have not clothing enough .o 
permit them to leave their habita- 
tions. 

Eleven hundred bales of clothing 
have been sent to Poland and large 
quantities are awaiting shipping ac- 
commodations. 

At the conference, which was 
presided over by Rev. H. G. Stub, of 
St. Paul, president of the counci' 
of the Lutheran church, it was 
planned to inaugurate a drive to 
raise a fund of at least $5,000,000 
for the relief and reconstruction of 
the church in Europe. 

A cominittee was appointed to ar- 
range for a national conference to 
be held in Philadelphia in 1920, to 
work out a program for the recon- 
struction of the chtrches in Europe.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
URGED OF FORESTS 


Washington, December 18.—A 
larger program of public acquisi- 
tion of forests by the federal gov- 
ernment, states and municipalities, 
and protection and perpetuation of 
forest growths on all 
owned lands which may not be 
used better for agriculture is reec- 
ommended in the annual report of 
the forester of the department of 
agriculture, 

This policy is made necessary, the 
report said, by the diminishing tim- 
ber supply. The rate of depletion 
of the forests is more than twice 
what is being produced by growth 
in a form serviceable for purposes 
other than fire wood. 

“Already the supplies of all the 
great eastern centérs of production 
are approaching exhaustion, with 
the exception of the south,” the re- 
port said, “and even there most 
of the mills have not over ten to 
fifteen years’ supply of virgin tim- 
ber. The southern pine is being 
withdrawn from many points as a 
competitive factor and its. place 
taken by western timbers. This 
inevitably results in added freight 
charges, which the consumer must 
pay.” 

The report suggested that the 
federal government work primarily 
through state agencies. 


CARELESS CITIZENS 
BLAMED BY GEN. WOOD 
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Denvgr, Colo., December 18.—In- 
difference of the average American 
toward the performance of his civic 
duties and the willingness of the 
“red” alien and the agitator to usurp 
the functions of loeal government 
are factors in the wave of unrest 
which is sweeping the nation, Ma- 
jor General Leonard Wood told 
members of the Colorado legisla- 
ture today when he addressed a 
joint session of that body.

These had been made, not 
through the Boston Clearing House 
Association, but through the Web- 
ster and Atlas National Bank, of- 
ficers of which said today that the 
bank had declined to clear the 
checks after the Old South's balance 
fe}l below a figure previously stipu- 
lated.

Wil- 
liam C. Hunt, chief statistician of 
the census bureau in Washington, 
will be present, and all the prob- 
lems which wil! confront the census 
takers will be considered. 

The enumerators begin their 
work on January 2, and it is ex- 
pected that they will finish their 
work in the urban districts in 
about two weeks.

Cable.)—The extraction of alcohol 
from coal oven gas on a commercial 
scale was proved to be‘ possible at 
a meeting of the Cleveland Institu- 
tion of Engineers in Middlesborough, 
Yorkshire. 

A practical working of the process 
in the Skinningrove works, where 
5,800 tons of cogl are carbonized 
each week, has revealed an average 
yield of 1.6 gallons of alcohel to the 
ton of coal carbonized. As the total 
weight of coal that was reduced to 
coke in this country in 1918 was 
14,635,000 tons, the application of 
this process to the whole of this 
coal would yield, according to cal- 
culations, 23,416,640 gallons of alco- 
hol, the value of which would be 
$9,000,000. The process of extrac- 
tion by contact with sulphuric acia 
is not a new discovery, but the

New York, December 18.—Judge 
Advocate Kelly, chief prosecutor at

that Sergeant U. S. Madden, of 
Pittsburg. had robbed him of 5,100 
francs after being brought to heaa- 


quarters/ and had snared the money 
with Captain Detzer.

HAZARD OF HASTE. 


Within a period of less than 
twenty-four hours, five lives were 
lost in three automobile accidénts, 
all virtually within the city limits 
of Atlanta, and each due to a cause 
that was preventable. 


One of the accidents, it seems 
from the evidence, was attributable 
solely to too fast driving on Peach- 
tree road, the car skidding, striking 
a telephone pole and seriously, if 
not fatally, injuring one of its oc- 
cupants. Another occurred when 
two cars*collided an an Atlanta 
street, one death resulting, while 
the most distressing of this ghastly 
series of accidents occurred when 
& man driving a car in which his 
family was riding falled to stop at 
a@ railroad crossing, the automobile 
being struck by a moving train, the 
mother and father and two children 
of the family being killed. 

In addition to the list of dead, 
four other victims of the three acci- 
dents were more or less seriously 
maimed and injured. 

More than that, each of the suf- 
ferers had his or her circle of rela- 
tives and friends, whose hearts are 
torn with grief; and the whole 
community is saddened by the loss 
sustained by reason of these 
immeasurably lamentable occur- 
rences. 

What is it that makes some men 
and women apparently disregard 
the common rules of safety and 
disobey the first law of nature 
when they grasp the steering wheel 
of an automobile? 

No one in his right mind inten- 
tionally and premeditatedly kills 
or injures either himself or others 
by his manner of driving a car; but 
the fact that calamity, when it 
comes, is accidental does not miti- 
gate its consequences nor assuage 
the pain resulting from it. 

' If only the motor-driving world 
could be made to realize the 
hazard that lurks in inordinate

$32,000 and $400,000 is what the 
Henry George people call the un- 
earned increment, a value created 
by the public at large but accruing 
tO a@ person who does little or noth- 
ing to add to the value; a person, 
in fact, who, in a Sense, iS a para- 
site. 

The lots will remain idle no lon- 
ger. They have become too valu- 


able to hold. A big apartment house 
is to be built on the property. 


The New York Sun has made a 
calculation of the loss’ through 
Strikes thus far in 1919.

The Muzzle Velocity of Mind 


GRAY SHAW, Ph. D. 


People are in the habit of blaming 
others for exaggeration, because 
this sort of excess is indulged in 
by the tongue. Doubtless we talk 
more than is necessary, our adjec- 
tives abound, we are guilty of over- 
Statement. But there is a kind of 
exaggeration which has its place in 
the same way that the extreme 


muzzle-velocity plays a part with 
the shell that is to land twenty 
miles away. For that sort of oper- 
ation there must be excessive muz- 
zle-velocity. 


Great work means a high degree 
of muzzle-velocity on the part of 
the mind which plans great deeds. 


to the hearers in the back row real- 
ly shouts to those who are in front, 


The actor who seems natural to 
the spectators is exaggerating ev- 
ery movement, tone or bit of mim- 
icry. The singer who is to reach 
ears and hearts puts an extra 
amount of tone and feeling into 
every note. With all of these per- 
formers, the muzzle-velocity of the 
mind is carefully calculated and 
executed. 


Conscious exaggeration is one of 
the marks peculiar to genius, so 
that Shakespeare or Dante is little 


more than the avérage mg raised 


The orator who seems to whisper | 


to the second power; he is the ordi- 
nary man exaggerating his ideas so 
that they will carry like the shells 
shot from ‘the gun with great muz- 
zle-velocity. 

The successful person may be 
reserved in his speech, but he ex- 
aggerates in his actions. The can- 
didate who wants a thousand votes 
acts as though he were after a 


million, The salesman who wishes 
to sell a dollar’s worth has the in- 
tense air of a man who would make 
the bill a hundred. He is selling, 
not a book, but a library; not a 
chair, but a suite of furniture; not 
a collar, but a suit of clothes, He 
exaggerates by means of enterprise 
and courtesy. 

The exaggeration which comes 
from intense muzgzle-velocity comes 
from the psychological sense 


superabundance, so that when we 
come to deal with the person who 
is intense we are made to feel that 
there is a great deal behind what 
he says and does. In order to oper- 
ate a great range, the successful 
person overdoes the little things. 


To be one of the “big guns,” you 
will have to overdo the common 


task, for the whole charge must go 
off behind each shell.

The Sniff and Run Habit. . 
The young lady who teaches 


“science” in high school—‘“science” 
is a sowt of joblot of curious and 


useless information mulled over in 
lieu of frankly studying piiysics, 
astronomy, chemistry or soma other 
thing of value—the young lady in- 
formed the class the other day that 
there is no such thing as a “cold,” 
The proper name is coryza, she 
stated, and further she assured the 
pupils that weather conditions 1aVe 
no more to do with coryza than they 
have with diphtheria. 


Sometimes science 
sensible, after all. 
Yet in spite of the young lady 


who teaches “science” and the old 
fellow who displays his lack of 
breeding so much in this column, a 
lot of people go through life sin- 
cerely believing that they “take 
cold” from every passing draft, wet- 
ting, change of weather or damp 
wind. In this delusion they are 
stoutly supported by all our leading 
patent medicine vendors and by a 
very substantial majority of the 
best guessing profession in the 
world. For the “science” teacher 
and me to assert, in the face of 
common sense and everyday obser- 
vation, that there is no such thing 
as “taking cold” is therefore pretty 
cheeky. Maybe she has her reasons 
for taking such a stand. I do hope 
so. A teacher, above all people, 
ought to be quite sure of her ground 
before she ventures to step out of 
the rut. Teachers are supposed to 
stick to their ruts—and most of 
them do so very cordially. 

My own rebuttal, when confront- 
ed by one of those who “take cold 


very easily” isn’t as quick and 
snappy as I could wish; it is en- 
tirely too much like the socialist’s 
rejoiner—if you have ever tried to 
pin a socialist to his subject. I tell 
the sniffling. one that a very large 
share of people, perhaps one-fourth 
of all the population, have some 
simple chronic nose or throat dis- 
ease, such as chronic rhinitis, or, as 
the patent medicine man prefers to 
call it, “catarrh.” One so afflicted 
will quickly stuff up and run from 
a cold draft, wet feet, “change of 
wather or whatnot. He is very soft, 
very mushy, a veritable molly. He 
coddles and coddies, and the more 
he coddles the more sensitive his 
circulatory system becomes to at- 
mospheric conditions, and the more 
that makes him coddle. 

To attempt to convince Mr. A. B. 


Coddle that he doesn’t “take cold,” 
as he believes, is a waste of breath. 
He puts you down as a nut, in his 
own mind. 

In truth he doesn’t take ony thing. 
as a rule. All his discomfort is 
mechanical. His nose stuffg up and 
runs, he feels chilly and uncomfort- 
able; he goes and gets warm and 
presently feels all right again. 
Meanwhile he has remarked to forty

the draft or the wet feet, and the 
forty can see that he is sneezing 
or snuffing and they assume that 
he right. By the time he gets 
nice and warm again the forty have 
forgotten the incident consciously— 
but not. subconsciously. Back in 
that part of the mind where we re- 
tain impressions which we have con- 
sciously forgotten remains the mol- 
ly’s demonstration. And out of the 
subconscious come our instinctive 
ideas. So one poor, soft, deluded 
mollycoddle deludes everyone around 
him.

It is not generally known that, 
besides Christians, there are many 
other people who keep December 25 
as a festival for different reasons.

An Interesting Statement 
As to Building Costs 


(From an article by ,V. J. Clirehugh ifn 
the November number of Architecture. 
Charlies Scribner’s Sons, Publishers, New 
York.) 

In the building material market 
prices have advanced in the last 
four years from 30 per cent to 100 
per cent. Structural steel which 
could be contracted for at $55 per 


ton in 1914 now costs $90 per ton; 
brick which was sold for $8 per 
1,000 in 1914 is now bringing $18; 
framing lumber for which we paid 
for from $1.80 to $2 now costs $3.25; 
excavation cost in the old days from 
30 cents to $1 per yard, but now 
costs from $2 up. 


All the materials which enter into 
the cost of a building are subject 


to transportation charges, and these 
have increased up to 100 per cent; 
according to locality, while the 
cheap labor used in the manufacture 
of; these materiais has increased 
from 50 per cent to 100 per cent. 
The great demand which 
during the war for building labor 
caused a great many inefficient men 
to be employéd and-pald large 
wages for overtime «work. This 
overtime work is now abolished and 
the efficiency of labor is getting 
better, due to regular hours and 
steady work. 


At the present time there is 
great scarcity of common labor, due 
partly to the fact that so many for- 


eigners have returned to their Py 
tive shores, and largely to the fa 


for the past five years. 
The contractor today finds it very 
hard to secure sufficient mechanics 


to handle his work, and as the nec- 
essary building goes on, using all 
the available labor, the workman’s 
wages will not be reduced. The 
real estate interests and other capi-

aroma of corn break cracklings and 
the cooking-down of leaf fat is a 
welcome addition. : 

Cracklings are known in this sec- 
tion as one of the most delicious of 
dishes with the possible exception 
of roasted pig tail, that tasty mor- 
sel that universally goes to the 
children equally divided. Strange 
it is that a hog will go to his grave 
in utter ignorance of what good 
eating his tail is to make. 

Without dilating further on the 
pleasures of the hog-killing season, 
it may be stated that more and 
bigger hogs have been killed in De- 
Kalb this year than ever before.

Fighter’s “Confession” of 
Frame-Up With Jack 
Dempsey Has Banned 
Him for “Skeeter State,” 
Claim Commissioners. 


Newark, N. J., December 18.— 
(Special.)\—New Jemey state boxing 
commissioners politely branded 
Fred Fulton a member of the An- 
anias club several days ago when 
they granted promoters in the 
“Skeeter state” the right to use the 
Minnesota giant in a bout in the 
State, Fulton had never been offi- 
cially banned in New Jersey, but 
after his “confession” of the frame- 
up with Dempsey, in which he was 
rocked to sleep in a few seconds, 
fans in the erst believed he would 
surely draw a suspension. 

When Fulton returned from Eng- 
land recently there was Immearate- 
ly a lot of talk about his meeting 
some of the aspiring heavies in this 
country, with a view to again work- 
ing up to a position of prominence 
from which he ecould_ challenge 
Champion Dempsey for another 
match. 

Several of the “trial horses” were 
mentioned as possible victims for 
Fulton, and this drew an opinion 
from some of the eastern critics 
that the big plasterer should first 
hook up with Willfe Meehan. Fred 
was willing and negotiations were 
begun almost instantly by a couple 
of New Jersey promoters. 

After getting in touch with Mee- 
han. it was decided best to ask the 
atate commissioners whether or not 
Fulton would be nermitted to box 
in New Jersey. The commissioners 
took the request under advisement, 
and after a conference or two an- 
nounced they would give Fulton a 
chance to display his wares once 
more, 

Commissioner Smith 
has never placed an atom of cre- 
denee in Fulton’s story about the 
Dempsey match, and for that reason 
he voted to admit the Minnesota 
riant, because he thinks Fulton is 
through and will prove it the first 
time he clashes with a good, stur- 
dy opponent 

Smith claims to have investignt- 
ed the Dempsey-Fulton fight from 
top to bottom and all the evidence 
he collected shows Fulton was sim- 
nlv outclassed and fell upon the 
“confession” stunt for an alibl. He 
points to Dempsev’s remarkable 
showing against Willard as proof 
thet the chamn would not be obliged 
to take the slightest advantage in 
order to beat the big plasterer. Ful- 
ton will prohablv firht in New Jer- 
sey soon after January 1.

On 
the old Chicago club under Anson, 
Burns and Loitus there were many 
fast men. Bill Lange was the 
greatest base runner but many dis- 
puted his right to be called fastest 
on the straightaway. There wers 
many races to decide, and Jimmy 
Callahan, one of the fastest that 
ever ran, usually beat Lange if he 
could escape being crowded or el- 
bowed. 

The question of how fast Lange 
could run a hundred yards arose and 
I offered to wager a hat that he 
could run the last hundred yards of 
150 in ten seconds. 

As Bill never had run 100 yards 
under 11 seconds the crowd leaped 
at the chance. We started Bill in 
baseball uniform 50 yards back on a 
cinder path, three watches caught 
his time as he hit the tape at the 
start and at the finish, and he had 
covered the last 100 yards in 9 3-3 
seconds, one watch saying 9 2-5. 
Lange Was a tremendous | strider, 
weighing 215 pounds, and once un- 
oe full speed nothing could head 
ilm. 

The greatest race I ever saw in 
baseball was between Davy Jones, 
Artie Hofman and Ty Cobb, over 
grass and slightly uphill. Jones 
won in 10 4-5, with Cobb a close sec- 
ond and Hofman, off to a poor start. 
third. Hofman foozled his first 
stride and never again got close to 
the others. Jones won because of 
experience in starting and in pacing. 

There was another race which 
furnished a big surprise. It was 
down south on a spring training trip 
and the Chicago White Sox and the 
Boston Red Sox happened to be in 
the same town the Same day. The 
argument about runing arose and 
ach team entered three _ players. 

"e had with the White Sox a 
sleepy looking sort of a_ recruit, 
named Bob Messenger. No one had 
seen him show much speed and the 
name did not indicate that he was a 
Mercury. He inquired what was do- 
ing, asked if he could enter, and 
lined up rather indifferently. The 
others beat him a stride on the 
start, and then he let out. He fig- 
uratively ran circle around the en- 
tire bunch and finished ten feet 
ahead of the closest competitor. 

Weights for Speed. 

The famous comedian back stop, 
poor Tim. Donohbue,- was one of the 
slowest of runners. He was gaited 
like a stiff-legged, racking horse 
and shifted gaits from racking to 
pacing at times. Yet Tim always 
believed he was fast, and got mad if 
anyone disputed his claim. 

In those days Jimmy Hicks Ryan, 
the wonderful outfielder, was the 
champion kidder of the crowd. The 
team trained that spring down at 
Hudson, New Mexico, five miles from 
a railroad and in the heart of the 
desert where there was nothing to 
do but train, ride, rope, hunt and 
play jokes. Ryan would have made 
a remarkable confidence man, and 
he won the confidence of Donohue, 
One day, talking of running, Ryan 
called Tim’s attention to a horse 
wearing toe weights and explained 
that toe weights improved the stride 
and added to the horse’s speed and 
ease of running. 

In two days he had Tim fitted out 
with four-ounce toe weights on each 
baseball shoe to improve his stride 
and had arranged a race between 
Tim and an unknown. The betting 
was lively, every one being in on 
the joke. There was considerable 
mystery about the unknown until 
Ryan produced the Chinese walter. a 
yellow boy named Chan. Tim did 
not relish running against the Chink 
but was forced to, and the yellow 
boy ran in slippers and beat him 
about twenty yards in the hundred 
while Tim plodded along through 


the sand with his weights. .

Too Many Present-Day

When Willard quit in that third 
round with Dempsey.~he was prob- 
ably all out, but there were some 
who questioned his gameness.

Dempsey affair. 

Fulton has since claimed that his 
affair with Dempsey was an agreed 
lay-down on his part, and there 
may be some truth to that state- 
ment.

Both pu- 
gilists were fearfully disfigured, 
both as to face and body, but each 
was game to the core, standing the 
severe test with remarkable forti- 
tude. Sayers fought for two hours 
with a broken arm. 

Longest on Record. 

Such another wonderful exhibi- 
tion of pluck, nerve and stamina 
was that of Jonathan Smith and 
James (Australian) Kelly, who took 
part in the longest bare-knuckle 
fight under the London rules on 
record. 

For six hours and fifteen minutes 
they smashed each other without 
mercy at Melbourne in 1865. 

When the battle ended both men 
had to be carried from the ring in 
a helpless condition. 

How different to the fight be- 
tween Beckett and Carpentier was 
the battle for world honors which 
took place for the world’s cham- 
pionship between Jem Smith and 
Jake Kilrain. 

It took place on the Ise de Souve- 
raine, River Seine, France, Decem- 
ber 19, 1887 It lasted 106 rounds; 
both men sustained much damage 
and at the end were beaten beyond 
recognition. 

Kilrain showed his superiority 
throughout, but his ignorance of 
London rules worked to his disad- 
vantage. 

Some of the rounds occupied from 
seven to fifteen seconds, ending so 
quickly by reason of Jem Smith's 
knowledge of London rules, where- 
by he gained quick falls. 

The battle came to a close owing 
to darkness. against the wishes of 
Mitchell, who was the principal 
second for Kilrain. George W. At- 
kins, the referee, ordered a draw.

Waste Alleged. 


Washington, December 18.—Inef- 
ficiency,. carelessness and a disre- 
gard of the provisions of the act un- 
der which it operated were charged 
against the United States Housing 
public 
buildings and grounds investigating 
subcommittee today in a report rec- 
ommending that steps be taken to 
recover many thousands of dollars 
alleged by the subcommittee to have 
been expended improperly by the 
corporation. 

Mismanagement by the corpora- 
tion, the report as submitted to the 
senate charged, resulted in its fail- 
ure to have ready for occupancy a 
single building until almost two 
months after the armistice was 
signed, or eight months after the 
passage.of the appropriation act. 

Although citing specific expendi- 
tures sufficiently grave to warrant 
the government in entering civil 
suits for restitution, the report ex- 
presses the opinion that in most of 
these cases the persons who profit- 
ed will restore voluntarily the al- 
leged unearned portion. 

Overcharges by Architects. 

Other recommendations made by

Senate Committee Brings 
Grave Charges Against 
United States Housing 
Corporation — Wanton 


paid excessively for “overhead” ex- 
penses, be called upon to give the 
committee an exact statement of the 
amount of their overhead expendi- 
tures. These employees of the cor- 
poration, the committee believes, 
were not parties to intentional vio- 
lation of the law, and “if they are 
actuated by the patriotic principles 


attributed to them they will refund 
the sums. paid them in excess of the 
exact cost of the overhead.” The 
amount the committee considers re- 
coverable from this source is placed 
at $50,000. 

Civil suit to recover $30,000 spent 
for “extras” and $16,000 charged to 
sub-letting of labor by a contract- 
ing firm also was recommended by 
the committee in the event of a fail- 
ure to return the money voluntarily. 
The “extras” were charged as inci- 
dent to the construction of the dor- 
mitories in Washington for women 
war workers, in connection with 
which it was alleged original esti- 
mates were radically altered, indi- 
cating a willingness to “substitute 
the contractor’s demands for the es- 
timating division’s judgment.” 

$500,000 Loan Questioned. 

Regularity of a loan for a half 
million dollars made to the Spring- 
field Consolidated Water Company 
of Philadelphia, also was questioned 
in the committee’s report, together 
with “other loans to railroads, street 
railways and utility companies. 
The latter concerns were not iden- 
tified. Scrutinization of the loans 
by the tréasury department was rec- 
ommended with demand for addi- 
tional security where inadequate 
collateral: had been provided. 

Charges of inefficiency and bad 
management were more prominent 
in its report than references\ to 
-overpayments. While attention is 
called to the denials of the officials 
of the corporation that they intend- 
ed to let contracts for more than 
the appropriation act provided, the 
report declares the officials had 
planned, according to the records 
secured by the committee, the ex- 
penditure of $145,175,605, although 
the amount of the appropriation was 
$100,000,000. 

Practically all buildings erected 
by the corporation were of a per- 
manent character, the committee re- 
ported, notwithstanding the pro- 
vision that they be of a temporary 
character. The failure of the cor- 
poration to produce a completed 
house until the first of the present 
year was pointed to by the commit- 
tee as indicative of the cumbrous 
nature of the organization. As an 
example of the inefficiency of the 
corporation, the committee cited the 
custom of using a triangular com- 
mission comprising the architect, 
the engineer and the town planner. 

Way Above Average. 


Although the average price for a 
house had been fixed at $5,673, the 
committee declared it found houses 
in Bridgeport, Conn., costing $7,263 
each, 

Further improper expenditures 
were declared to be the use of ar- 
chitects of one city in work in cit- 
ies at the other side of the country, 
the committee pointing out that 
travel and other expenses were paid 
for by the government. 

“A failure’ to promptly cease 
building operations on the signing 
of the armistice prgved either a de- 
sire to complete their ‘town beauti- 
ful’ experiments or to be helpful, at 
government expense, to the local 
communities involved,” said the re- 
port. “The Crane tract at Bridge- 
port was half of 1 per cent com- 
pleted on November 6, 1918, yet it 
was completed by the housing cor- 
poration at a cost of $1,371,839.

The 
Philadelphia project was only 6 per 
cent completed on the date of the 
signing of the armistice, but was 
finished by the housing corporation 
at a cost of $3,406,000. These two 
transactions cost the government 
not less than $1.450,000.” 

Aholish Corporations. 

The committee promised that 
within the next few days “proper 
and pointed” legislation to “meet 
the situation” would be introduced.

Councilman A. J. Orme, 
of the eighth ward, ex-officio mem- 
ber of the board, however, ask- 
ed that he be recorded as not vot- 
ing in view of the fact that he 
wiil be called away from the city 
and will be unable to be present 
at the meeting of protest that is 
to be held by the eighth ward citi- 
zens and property owners in the 
mayor’s office at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. 

The question of the Blackman 
tourist hotel and health resort was 
brought before the board of educa- 
tion by-Superintendent W. F. Dykes, 
who stated that protests had been 
made by property owners against 
the permission that was grartted 
by council Monday for the estab- 
lishment of the institution at the 
corner of Tenth street and Pied- 
mont avenue, and he himself con- 
sidered the institution undesirable 
so elosely adjacent to the school. 
building. ; 

Mr. Dykes declared that citizens 
living in the vicinity of the pro- 
posed hotel. and health resort had 
asked that the board of education 
take up/the matter and ask the 
mayor to veto the action of council. 

Mr. Orme stated that he did not 
wish to be recorded as voting upon 
the question, but intimated his dis- 
approval of the proposed institu- 
tion by saying that it appeared to 
him that the matter had been rush- 
ed through council. He also said 
that he had noticed that a majority 
of the Jetters written by those fa- 
voring. the institution had come 
from people on the other side of 
town.

A STATEMENT TO THE PUBLIC 


HE SENATE COMMITTEE on Interstate Commerce held 

| hearings on the railroad problem practically without 

intermission from January until October 23, 1919, when 

a Bill (S-3288) was reported favorably by that Committee to the 
Senate. 


Adequate and prompt legislation has been urged by the 
President. The result of the Committee’s efforts is a Bill which 
is non-partisan and is responsive to that necessity for remedial 
legislation which is recognized by the President, by both politi- 
cal parties and by the American public. This Bill is known 
as the Cummins Bill. 


The House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce also reported a bill dealing with certain features of rail- 
road regulation, which passed the House with sundry amend- 
ments. This is known as the Esch Bill. It does not deal with 
certain underlying problems such as definite instructions for 
rate making, without which private ownership and operation 
will be imperilled through the old warfare between the man- 
‘agers of the railroads and organizations of shippers, and as 
the result of distrust on the. part of the general public and 
the unworkable basis of old laws. 


Advocates of government ownership oppose both bills and 
advocate substantial extensions of the period of federal control, 
with that end in view. 


DELAY ENDANGERS RESUMPTION OF PRIVATE OPERA- 
TION. 


The railway properties and the traffic machinery are’ suf- 
fering from the delay in the return of these properties to those 
responsible directly and solely for the preservation and effi- 
ciency of individual systems. We do not suggest that this is 
the fault of the personnel of the Railroad Administration. It 
is the unavoidable consequence of consolidated operation by a 
temporary governmental agency, the first duty of which is to 
the publie treasury and which is not and cannot be organized 
from the standpoint of permanent ownership and conservation. 


Extension of federal control longer than necessary to secure 
the adoption of indispensable remedial legislation would further 
prejudice and demoralize the established agencies of transporta- 
tion and make resumption of private operation on a sound basis 
increasingly difficult. The drive toward government ownership, 
which would constitute a blight upon American policies, re- 
strict development, and enormously increase the ‘complexity 
and friction of federal government, can be effectively checked 
only through prompt and decisive action by Congress. 


This action must be through legislation which will put an 
end to the attitude of suspicion entertained by the public or 
artificially stimulated toward the American railroads. It must 
also put an end to the profound apprehension on the part of the 
railroads and the investing public as to the attitude of the rate 
making authorities toward these properties. 


Such legislation must prevent the possibility of exploiting 
security issues amd like possible causes of public distrust, It 
must put an end to the warfare between shipper and railroad 
management over rates, by subjecting rate levels to a work- 
able statutory test and adapting these rates, as suggested by 
the United States Supreme Court. over forty years ag6, “to the 
circumstances of the different roads” so that necessary units 
in the competitive system will not be starved to death. This 
result is to be expected under the old laws because of the 
disposition of the rate making authority to depress the rate 
levels unduly in order to prevent what would be regarded as 
an excessive return upon the value of’ the property of indi- 
vidual roads in the several competitive groups on which unusual 
density of traffic might otherwise produce excessive results. 


BOTH BILLS GREATLY EXTEND REGULATION 


Both Senate and House bills evidence the inflexible pur 
pose to extend the system of federal regulation of interstate 
carriers, begun in 1887, to the limit deemed consistent with 
private enterprise. We do not stop to oppose or commend 
that purpose. It is fixed and unavoidable and is responsive 
to the weight of opinion expressed at the hearings before the 
two committees. Any bill which passes will undoubtedly con- 
trol security issues, new construction, car supplies, facilities, 
and, to some extent, service and operation. 


A business thus regulated must have public confidence and 
is entitled to reasonable statutory protection. To return these 
properties without adequate legislation is to destroy them. 


If this protectign is assured, the investors in railway securi- 
ties can well affofd to relinquish speculative or excessive re- 
turns. They are today no longer dealing with a speculative 
possibility. But they must be assured of a fair chance to 
receive a reasonable return if they produce the energy and 
efficiency to earn it under rates found to be adequate for the 
average condition in each group. 


The House Bill goes to the limit of regulation without any 
provision remotely tending to recognize the corresponding ob- 
ligation of Congress for protection from its own elaborate 
machinéry. The Senate Bill as reported (S-3288) contains fair 
recognition of that obligation in Section 6. As new matter 
is not added in conference under the usual parliamentary pro- 
cedure it is plain that the Senate Bill should be passed by the 
Senate and sent to conference with Section 6 unimpaired. 


PROVISIONS OF SECTION 6 INDISPENSABLE 


Section 6 is fundamental. It is so indispensable in the ex- 
isting crisis that we trust that Senators and Representatives 
desirous of a sound system of competitive American trans- 
po n may not, upon the floor of the Senate, or in con- 
ference or upon the question of concurrence, delay or endan- 
ger the passage of a bill containing its provisions. 


This Bill is not in all respects as thé Association of Security 
Owners would desire, but’ we recognize that legislation is a 
practical process, the result of the action of many minds, and 
that this Bill is the result of prolonged, patient, courageous, 
well informed and non-partisan action on the part of the Com- 
mittee which reported it. As such we trust that it will be 
substantially accepted by the Senate and sent to conference, 
where such differences as may arise as to other features of the 
bill will be reconciled. 
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‘December 17, 1919. 


The most elementary good faith repudiates the insistence 
being made in sundry quarters that the Bovernment should 
consult primarily its own financial interest or should experi- 
ment, with a view to ultimate seizure, in respect to a property 
which it holds in trust for restoration to the owners in as good 
condition as when received and as soon after the termination 
of the emergency, ended November 11, 1918, as that can be done 
with due regard to the integrity of the property. 

Section 6 reduces the rate problem to a simple matter of 
adjustment to maintain the proper relation of rates. This 
marked simplification is by the use of a statutory measure 
applied to the aggregate operation incomes of the railroads in 
each competitive group. The Commission is to see that rates 
produce 5%% (plus % of 1%, optional with commission) on 
the aggregate value of all roads in the group, leaving each 


road in the group free to earn as much as it can under com- 


petitive conditions, but limiténg the interest of each individual 
carrier in individual rates to a fair and reasonable return 
upon the value of its property, plus a stated proportion of any 
excess it may earn which is allowed as a stimulation to con- 
tinued energy and efficiency. 


RETURN IS ON PROPERTY VALUE~—NOT ON 
SECURITIES 


The protest against this provision proceeds partly from 
those who, like the advocates of the Plumb theory, assert that 
the provision will vitalize watered securities. It has nothing 
whatever to do with stocks, bonds or securities. The ratio of 
return is to be estimated on the value of the property as de- 
termined by public authority (the Commission). Section 6 
of the Cummins Bill an@’ the Fifth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution apply the same test: A reasonable return on the value 
of the property. The only difference is that Section 6 deffnes 
the rate of return at 54%% on value, with one-half of 1% 
optional with the Commission for unproductive improvements, 
such as grade crossings, whereas the Constitution left that 
figure open for legislative or judicial definition. Section 6 sup- 
plies the definition. 


Other provisions of Section 6 regulate excess earnings by 
requiring a portion of any excess oyer 6% to be paid into a 
public fund for expenditure by the Board of Transportation 
in the public interest in railway transportation. Protest has 
been made against this provision as confiscating the earnings 
of those roads which, by reason of their strategic situation or 
dense traffic, are able to earn what may be termed excessive 
or unnecessarily large returns. The application of the pro- 
visions of Section 6 to the roads which have made*that protest 
disclose nothing to impair their sound future. 


The only thing “confiscated” is the opportunity for what 
may fairly be termed excessive return on the value of the in- 
vestment, 


There is nothing novel or unexpected in applying a statu- 
tory limitation upon earnings to enterprises long since subject 


to rate regulation and now under strict governmental control in 
all of their functions. 


ERRONEOUS STATEMENTS BY THE WALL STREET 
JOURNAL 


Among the most active spokesmen for those opposing Sec- 
tion 6 is “The Wall Street Journal,” which has repeatedly as- 
serted that the Cummins Bill embraces a Socialistic scheme for 
leveling profits of competently managed roads for the benefit 
of so-called weak roads. : 


The committees of the Association of Security Owners long 
since reached the conclusion that a definite rate of return on 
the aggregate railway investment was more desirable than a 
chance for speculative returns to a few railroads unlikely to 
be realized even by them under existing conditions. 


It was also recognized that Congress would never concede 
a reasonably definite assurance, unless accompanied by/a lim- 
itation upon possible excessive earnings. The accuracy \of this 
thought has been doubly demonstrated. The Esch Bill provides 
for no limitation on earnings and therefore gives no reasonable 
assurance, no definition, no instruction. The* Cummins Bill, 
on the other hand, proposes in Section 6 a fairly definite assur- 
ance and regulates earnings to a fair return. 


Section 6 permits carriers to retain 6%, upon the fair value 
of their property, if they can earn that much from competitive 
rates established for the group, plus a portion of any excess 
they may earn. What is discernible in the present outlook to 
justify hope for greater return? Certainly nothing to. justify 
the wager of the whole transportation system on the chance. 


EARNINGS OF ONE ROAD NOT GIVEN TO ANOTHER 


‘The Cummins Bill creates a Board of Transportation, to 
which it gives absolute jurisdiction over the gentral railway fund 
to be “employed or invested or expended by the Board in fur- 
therance of the public jpterest in transportation by carriers 
subject to the Act to rings Commerce in avoiding conges- 
tions, interruptions or hindérances to the railway service,” etc. 


The primary purpose of the fund as shown by Section 6 is 
the purchase of equipment or facilities to be used “wherever 
the public interest may require.” While loans to carriers are 
permitted on terms to be fixed by the Board, the fundamental 
consideration is the public interest, and there is no warrant 
whatever for the assertion that the Cummins Bill provides for 
revenue to be taken from one road to be given to another. 

The public will get the service and the excess earnings 
paid into the fund will not be pyramided for the purposes of rate 
making or “given” to any road or employed on any favored class 
of roads. 

The percentage return fixed by Section 6 is not upon stocks 
or bonds or even upon the value of individual railway property 
but upon the actual value of the entire transportation machine 
in each rate group, as determined by the Commission; and the 
ratio of aggregate return on the value so ascertained is fixed 
at a figure at which no one can justly complain. Nor can any 
road attain that ratio of return upon its own value without 
earning it on a competitive basis. There is neither extortion 
nor stagnation in that process. 

Desirous only of a sound and wholesome future for the 
railroads based on deserved. public confidence, we desire to em- 
phasize the necessity for prompt and definite legislation.
